This was the way Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel sum- 
med up the country’s new ap- 
roach to the terror chal- 
Tenge, five weeks after the 
Munich massacre, in 85 in- 
terview in his office at Beit 
Agron in Jerusalem, Mr. Hil- 
lel recalled that Egypt did not 
halt the war of attrition two 
years ago because of a 
change of mind, but because 
it found that its policy did 
not pay.

Co-ordination

coordinated action causes harm 

any war. Jewish action 
abroad—which purports to he 
in Israel’s interests — Is de- 
trimental to Israel's opera- 
tional options.

off Arab terror? 

Hillel: We seek physical 
contact with the enemy: We 
did so In Zurich, we did so 
on El Al planes. Remember 
that when we fought terror 
along the cease-fire lines we 
built defences; but we also 
sent out patrols to search for 
the terrorists. 

9: How does that affect 
their organizational structure? 

‘Hillel: We've tried to dis- 
turb that structure inside the 
Arab countries. We can hit 
terrorists in their bases in 
northern Syria, or northern 
Lebanon, even though those 
bases may not be engaged in 
hostilities against us at that 
particular time. 

Q: Will the overall cam- 
paign against the terror re- 
quire more manpower, more

Hillel: Now that terror in- 
side Israel, in the areas, and 
along the cease-fire lines has 
slackened off, we can divert 
manpower to the campaign 
against terror in its new forms.

The last of the Arab summer visitors will 
cross the Allenby and Damya bridges on 
Sunday, October 15. As they leave 
Israelis are still debating Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan’s statement that some terror- 
ists managed to slip into Israel under the 
Summer Visitors Scheme. The scheme has 
been criticized, but Mr. Dayan insists it is 
valuable, ΑΝΑΝ SABADI and PHILIP 
GILLON analyse what the policy involves. 


EFENCE Minister Moshe 
.Dayan certainly chose to 
pluck a nettl when he ob- 
served, while standing on 
the Allenb: Bridge, that some 
terrorists had got into Israel 
among the 151,000 Arabs who 
entered the country under the 
Summer Visitors “Scheme. In 
the atmosphere of fury and 
frustration engendered by the 
Lod and Munich massacres 
feoling has been expressed 
that perhaps the time had 
come revert to a fortress 
psychology, to cut off the 
Arabs in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Stip from_possibly 
dangorous contacts. This atti- 
tude has long been favoured 
by some top-ranking officials. 
Dayan, architect hoth of the 
open bridges policy and of co- 
operation with Ara generally, 
chose Allenby Bridge as the 
best place to assert that the 
gains are well worth the risks. 


This year was different from 
all other years because the vis- 
itora were allowed to stay for 
throe months, and the total 
period of the summer visits 
Scheme was extended to four 
and a half months. Some of 
the economic consequences of 
this lengthy visiting were ra- 
ther curlous. For a long time 
now, the West Bank mayors 
have been complaining about 
the desperate shortage of In- 
bour in their towns, owing to 
so many West Bankers crogs- 
ing the “green line” to work in 
Israel. Many of the summer vis- 
itors, particularly those com- 
ing from Jordan, took jobs on 
the West Bank, There they 
earned only slightly less than 
thelr relatives were earning in 


Israel; West Bank employers 
have learned the hard aay that 


One Israeli Jerusalemite was 
astonished to find that a man 
he employed to whitewash his 
walls had come from Amman. 

it is diffienit to know how 
many Jordanians spent part of 
their holidays working in places 
far west of tho Jordan, but 
those who did had plenty of 
money to spend on the West 
Bank and in Israel. Many of 
them also exploited the occa- 
sion to get tho kind of Sophis- 
ticated medical treatment hey 
mostly cannot get at home. 
The Hadasyah-Hebrew Univer- 
sity Medical Centre alone treat- 
οᾶ over a thousand summer vi- 
sitors. 


Dayan believes that the so- 
celal and political gains flowing 
from the open bridges are im- 
mense. First of all, the Arabs 
of the areas are not cut off 
from their fellow-Arabs in the 
Middle East, and are thus de- 
prived of what might have 
been .&8 major motivation for 
resisting the occupation at all 
costs. If the interference with 
their daily lives has been so 
slight, why should they run 
the risks involved in terrorist 
activity, especially as they are 
economicaliy so much better 
off under the present regime 
than they were in the old lays? 


Secondly, Dayan has broken 
down the wall of complete se 
aration that existed for 19 
Tong ears between Jews and 
Arabs, thereby ending a period 
during which they saw each 
other only as stereotypes. One 
of the first steps towards 
peaceful co-existence is dealing 
with individuals in their daily 
lives. The Arab visitors have 
wandered freely all over Israel 
and the areas, even to so sen- 
sitive a spot as Sharm εἷ- 
Sheikh. And they are seelng

An end 
to the 
religious 


violence ἢ 


The streets of Jerusalem’s orthodox 
quarter have been the scene of ugly 
violence again recently. Some zealots 
resorted to emptying trash cans into 
public thoroughfares, and Mayor Kollek 
lost his temper with the rioters and said 
“they should have their bones broken.” 
The Capital’s new police chief, Tat-Nitzav 
Tavori, believes the riots over the jailed 


“Eros” arsonists is a passing 
DAVID LANDAU reports. 


(TAT NITZAV Haim Tavori, commander of 

the Jerusalem police district, says he 
has no reason to expect any trouble this 
winter in the ultra-Orthodox districts of 
Mea Shearim and Geula. The recent demon- 
atrations and violence assocluted with the 
Eros arson case were a temporary aberrn- 
tion, in Mr, Tavori's view. Now that the 
two boys have been sentenced, the Issue 
is closed, he says, both from a legal stand- 
Polot and as far ag public interest Is con- 
corned. Mea Shearim will return to its 
quaint and peaceful Life. 

The “Council for the Release of the Priaon- 
ere" gave me a different prognosis for the 
™montha ahead. As far og the Council is 
concerned, the fight to release Shmuel 
Welssonstern and Yisrael Brandt by no 
meang ended on October 1, when they were 
Sentenced to prison terms of a year and 
eighteen months reapectively. The Council 
's continuing its pressure to obtain their 
Telease or pardon, and threaten that if 
Political pressure falls, they will take to 
he atreets once more. 

The Bros demonstrations shattered the 
Peace of what had been ἃ remarkably 
Quiet summer in Jerusalem's Orthodox dis- 
ttiete. A good deal of, the credit goes to

Mr. Tavori himself, who took over as 
commander in January 1972. A huge bear 
of a man with an understanding look and 
a soft-spoken manner, Tayori bas won the 
trust of most of the Capital's large ultre- 
Orthodox population {n 8 manner never 
achieved — never even attempted—by his 
predeccasors. 

The Zealot activists themselves respect 
him — grudgingly but sincerely. “A noble 
spirit,” was how one of ‘them described 
him, "a man you can talk to,” 

And Tavorl reciprocates the respect — 
not for tho few law-breakers, the stone- 
throwers, but for the rabbis and spiritual 
leadors of the ultra-Orthodox, whose writ 
runs among all but the most extreme and 
fanatical hot-heads. 

“We have established full underatanding 
and cooperation with the recognized rell- 
gious bodies,” says Mr. Tavorl. “We main- 
tain regular contact with the belt din of 
the Orthodox Community. They come to us 
with thelr problems — arrangements for 
celebrations or funerals and the like, and 
I go to pay my reapecta to them before 
festivals.” He particularly respects the new 
president of the belt din, Rabbi Yitzhak 
Ya'acov Welss, who came to Israel last

Mr. Tavori's policy has pald dividends, 
When It was decided to refuse permission 
for a mass demonstration on behalf of the 
Bros bombers durng Succot, the police ap- 
pealed to Rabbi Welss to prevent its being 
eld Degally.

Since taking up his Jerusalem ap- 
pointment, he haa studied Hassidiam in depth, 
both because he is Interested In the sub- 
ject for its own sake and because he wants

for the army. The repercussions of the 
Six Day War, and the sense of urgency 
created by ‘the war of attrition, are just 
beginning to fade. Tho recent changes 
can thus be interpreted as a sign of re- 
turning normality after five years of 
unprecedented growth and activity in 
the armed forces. 

Directly after the Six Day War, the 
army was presented with a host of new 
facts — such as longer borders stretch- 
ing from the Golan ΠΣ to the 
southern tip of Sihal — which demanded 
speedy solutions. 

Hardly had the armed forces adapted 
to Post uar reality when they ware 
faced with the war of attrition, which 
exerted new pressures and called for 
urgent reorganization within the LD.F. 
This reorganization — executed In a 
time of war —had to take into account 
the problems posed by the unpreceden- 
ted re-arming of the Arab armies b 
tho Sovieta and increased terrorist acti- 
vity both within the administered ter- 
ritories and Israel, and from the neigh- 
bouring Arab states. 


Five years later 


It was againat this background that 
the formor Chief-of-Staff, Rav-Aluf Halm 
Bar-Lev, was asked at the end of 1970 
to retain his post for an additional year. 
Since no Chioef-of-Staff makes drastic 
changes in the composition of his staff 
in the last months of his tenure, the 
feneruls and other senior officera were 
asked to defer thelr retirement as well. 

Since those hectic days, Israel has ‘bene- 
fited from two years of cease-fire, Bar- 
Lev retired, and after a suitable running- 
in period with the old guard, Rav-Aluf 
Elazar set about repiac! officers who 
should have long since elther hung up 
thelr hats or been promoted to senior 
positions. This is the reason for the re- 
cent spate of appointments. It is not, as 
some military commentators have been 
speculating, a sign of a major upheaval 
in_the armed forces. 


Until the recent changes, one found , 


senior positions being held by officers 
for five or six years, instead, of the 
usual two or three. All of them realized

After the Six Day War, many officers 
who had been earmarked to take over 
from thelr superiors were taken off to 
establish the new units required to an- 
awer the needs of the times, The meno 
they wore sup osed to replace retained 
their jobs, while they themselves were 
romoted to newly created posts — 
aving the vacuum to be filled Ὧν rela- 
tively inexperienced officers hardly out 
of officera’ school, 


With battalion commanders being sent 
to take over brigades from men who had 
moved on to get up new commands, 
majors were found to be running bat- 
talions, when normatly they would hold 
command of a company. A situation was 
created where no body of officers of in- 
termediate rank, groomed to take over 
from thelr superiors, existed. All the 
men of experience held top jobs, the 
lower-level senior positions being com- 
manded by officers as yet too inexper- 
lenced to replace the upper echelons. 
Now, five years later, with three years 
of combat experience behind them, these 
men are qualified to take over jobs 
being vacated by those moving onto the 
general staff. 


The Air Force 


But this has not been the cage In all 
units. Aluf Mordechai Hod continues to 
command the Air Force and {ts not alat- 
ed for replacement in the near future. 
Here, the change-over peocass was fur- 
ther delayed by the meh embargo, 
and the need to re-adapt to an entirely 
new family of planes supplied by the 
Americans. 

The Commanders of the Central and 
Southern Commands haye not been re- 
placed either — nor is there talk of any 
change in the offing. But here the prob- 
lem seems to be more one of personnel 
than of purely milit factors. 

Apart from the military attaché in 
London, all the other generals have been 
replaced in the past six months -— many 
of them leaving the armed forces elther 
for jobs “outaide,” or to return to their 
kibbutzim and universities. 

Two notable exceptions are Aluf Aha-

Aluf 
Amos Horav, recently replaced as Quarter- 
master Gencral, was named Chief Scien- 
tist of the Defence Establishment, and 
still technically holds the rank of Aluf. 
The men who have moved in to re- 
lace the outgoing generals are perhaps 
he most experienced group of officers 
ever to man the General Staff. Tf their 
average age is slightly higher than has 
been usual in the past thia is because 
they have all held senior positions for 
longer than any of their predecessors, 
ff the &ve men moat recently appoint- 
ed, Aluf Avraham Mendler, now Com- 
mander of the Armourod Forces in Sinai, 
was Deputy Commander of the Armour- 
ed Forces for three years before as- 
suming his current position, while Aluf 
Shlomo Lahat, in charge of the Man- 
ower Division, was head of the Armoured 
‘orces in Sinai before leaving the army 
for three yeara to study. 


The Navy 


The new Navy chief, Aluf Binyamin 
Telom, was head of the Marine Division 
at Navel H.Q. for three years before 
being named 0.C. Navy; and the man 
who replaced the head of Intalligence, 
EHahu Zeira, was Chief of Opcrations at 
the General Staff, deputy chief of In- 
telligence and milital attaché ἰπ 
Washington before taking over from 
Aluf Yariy. The new Quartermaster- 
General, Aluf Nehemia Kean, was the 
Chief-of-Staff's financial adviser prior 
to this appointment and bofore that he 
headed the Defence Miniatry delegation 
to Italy and Switzeriand. 

The five new generals are all 46 and 
46 years old — the age when normally 
they would have heen retiring from the 
service rather than assuming new posts. 
It can safely be assumed, however, that 
they all have at least three years’ gerv- 
ice ahead of them, carrying on the tra- 
dition of Preparing their juniors to 
take over when the time comes —

Snowy questions 
of conscience 
and loyalty 


HOUGH sat In 1970 and revoly- 

ing round a hunch of long-halr 
rebels, THE MALCONTENTS by 
Cc P. Snow (London, Macmillan, 
237pp., £2.25) is concerned with 
the familiar Snowy questions of 
conscience und loyalty: to stick by 
tho other fellow at the expense of 
oneself or not, "oneself’' for Snow 
characters often standing for “one’s 
enrecr.” 

This story ia constructed on the 
lines of the old-fashioned dctective 
novel: there are seven In the room 
and one of them done it. The seven 
— five young men, one of them a 
Jew, and two girla — are fighters 
for a better world, currently Intent 
upon turning ἃ loca) case of racial 
discrimination into 8 national goan- 
dal. Since everything hinges on ac- 
curate Uming, they must keep their 
plans secret — something which they 
go about in a rather grimly child- 
Ish manner, Soon enough they dia- 
cover that the Hstablishment enemy 
18 wise to thelr acheme, and they 
must find the Judas In their midst. 
After a good deal of artificial ten- 
sion ig built up, they do find out 
that he is, indeed, the Jew. 


Finicky hero 


Yes, well, that didn’t add to my 
admiration of the novel, of course,

ta's “Pulestine Atlus” series, The 
first three are: ‘Bible period, by 
Professor Yohanan Aharoni; the 
perlad of the Second Temple, Mish- 
na end Talmud, by Prof. Michael 
Avi-Yonah; and the perlod from 
Bettar to Tel-Hai, hy Prof. Morde- 
chat Glhon, The four have also ‘been 
Jssued In one volume, which is be- 
Ing distributed by “Davar.” The 
author of the present vulume is a 
Colonel in the Reserves and Lecturer 
in Miltary History ot Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity. The volume is dedicated “To 
David ‘Ben-Gurion and the Genera- 
tlon of the Founders.” 

Map number 1, entitled ‘The 
Dream of the Return ‘to Zion,” 
gives us the locales and dates of 
various Messianic personalities and 
movements and of different “Re-

RUDITION whthout pedantry and 

conimon sense without common 
thoughts combine in this collection 
of essays and reviews to reaffirm 
Frank Kermode’s eminence among 
modern critica, 

Kermode does not suffer from the 
critical myopla that forces Mtera- 
ture into @ predetermined system 
or ideo. Without restricting himself 
to a norrowly topical “relevance,” 
the British scholar and editor tries 
to locate Nterature within a broad- 
er pattern of personalitics, ideas 

‘and events. These essays postulate 
that replity ond art are an inter- 
Jocking network, and the drama of 
ereatlve work Is partly the private 
solution of public problems. Con- 
eomitantly, the critic examines the 
unique cluster of thoughts aod tech- 
niques which constitute the elusive 
Intugrity of o work, ond the mys- 
‘tery of ite separate falluro or suc- 
ces. 

The most substantlal casay In 
tho ‘book in concerned with the vex~- 
ed question of "the moder” in ort 
and Ilterature. Kermode makes a 
necessary distinction between earlier 
20th-contury and contemporary 
(post-World War 11) work. Tho fer- 
tile and Imaginative age of Joyca, 
Stravinsky and Plieasso was one of 
the richest in the history of art; 
these were the years of a massive 
transformation of form, a “re-mak- 
ing" of poetry, music and palnting. 

The efforts of our current (large- 
ly New York-based) avant-garde, 
howaver, are, In Kermode'a view, 
4 trivial and vulgar reduction of 
earlier accomplishment, Borrowlng 
Samucl Beckett's favorite stance, 
and literally Interpreting Marx's dic- 
tom that “farce is the final form 
of action in 3 situation which has 
become untenable,” the favoured 
greaeat mode is the joke. For Wil- 
lam ‘Burroughs, John Cage and Zoe 
Oldenburg action ja a throw of the 
fice, philosophy is pure chance, 

‘Kermode, ‘too serious to miss the 
Srresponalbility of this approach, and 
too knowledgeable to consider it 
very original, 1s further disturbed 
by the axtravagant claims of ra- 
dical oritics. ‘The ever-naive Lose 
Miedler describes contemporary art 
ag an expressior of a social “muta- 
tton," a “metamorphosis” in the 
ethics of Western man. Kermode dis- 
Misses this as “nonsense” end de- 
nies tthe related suggestion that re- 

,e¢ent experiments have destroyed the 
concepts of "form" and “order,” 

‘He argues persuasively that this 
48 to confuse “order” with “an or- 
der.” Thera may be some innova- 
fons in current art, but they algnal 
no fundamental break with tradition. 
As art critic Harold Rosenberg has 
said, all creative work, including the 
conscious “subversion” of form, can 
oxist only through “an offovt - os- 
sentially formal.” This js to the 
point: after all even Andy ‘Warhol's 
ΟΡ cans make use (or antl-usc) 
of the figurative tradition, and his 
atalo antl-art and ant!-bourgeois ges- 
tures are borrowlnga from Dadaism.

In hig 
annlysla of the affair, the English- 
tag ridicules the pseudo-problem of 
Uterary obscenity while insisting on 
the high quality of the hool in 
question. Selby, who can be compared 
to Dickens, gives a terrifying view 
of brutality and sexuality in Brook- 
lyn'a slums, but doea not exuggerate, 
Novertheless, “Laat Exit" was 
banned: the belated but hopeful 
exoneralion of “Lady Chatterly’s 
‘Lover” in 1960 had had no perma- 
nent effect on literary and social 
enlightenment in Bngland.

Performing at his pejorative best, 
Kermode vivisects the work of 
J.D. Salinger. That outhors blend 
of mysticiam, snobbery and sentl- 
mentality grew  steudily more 
tenuous after “The Catcher in tha 
Rye," but Kormode finds some- 
thing “phoney” In that famous antl- 
Phoniness tract itself. He points out 
a amug and symbiotic dimension in 
Sallnger'a relationship with hia 
“Now Yorkor" readers. So to the 
writer's favourite Zen Buddhist kean, 
“What ia the sound of one hand 
clapping?" «a sly answer {8s sup- 
plied: “JD, Salinger without a cul- 
ture-acquisitive audience.” 

A lucid and mildly deprecating 
essay on that too often obfuacated 
poot, Wallace Stevens, appears hore. 
D.H. Lawrence once said that the 
function of the original artist waa 
to "tear holes in the umbrella of 
fictions ‘with which we keep out the 
Intolerable hot diveraity of chaos.” 
Conitrarily, ‘Stevens, according to 
Kermode, “ia the poet of that um- 
brella.” 

In αὶ long piece Lawrence him- 
self is depicted aa a poet of “‘apo- 
calypse," with stron Christian 
overtones, “The Rainbow" and 
“Women In Love” are iia Old and 
New Testaments. This approach, 
familiar ‘but still suggestive, con- 
centrates exclusively on the prophe- 
tle Lawrence at a price.

Ν his all-too-short span of 45 

yeurn, the late Yo’acov Livor, 
Professur and Chairman of the 
Dopartment of Bible Studies at Tel 
Aviv University, carved out a dls- 
tinct niche for himself in this 
sphere, Tho reason Is readily ap- 
parent from the 14 articles included 
in this memorial volume, which 
containa a sclection of articles which 
he published in varlous journals. 
Cropping up hera are such ques- 
tlona as tho interplay of forces be- 
tween Korah, Datan and Aviram 
and ‘their relationship to Moses 
and Aaron; the evolution of the 
half-shekel contribution to the Tem- 
ple; the classical “hewers of wood 
and drawers of water’'—the Gibeon- 
ites; the vexed problem of Persian 
royal chronology embedded in the 
books of Wzra and Nehemiah, and 
three discussions pertaining to the 
Dead Sea scrolls. 

This book ia aimed first and fore- 
Most at the scholar, but will also 
appeal to the many laymen—par- 
ticularly in Israe] —- interested in 
these topics today, 

I will discuss one chapter to indi- 
cate Liver’s approach to his themes.

80, placing the section at the earliest 
in the latter part of the sixth cen- 
tury ΒΟ. This unwarrantedly late 
chronology is shown by Liver to be 
at variance with the far later Rab- 
binio concept of the matter, which 
views the monetary contribution aa 
destined primarily for whatever is 
to be associated with Temple sacri- 
fices. But this ‘Talmudic view

Ν this book, Rabbl Kahane uses 
I every conceivable form of verbal 
histrionics In his attempt ‘to dlud- 
geon his reader into recognizing his 
ithe reader's) Jewish responsibillty. 
This high-pitched demagogie ap- 
proach may work well for the 
Jewishly nalve. But those who ex- 
perlenced at first hand or heard tn 
depth of the agony of Auschwitz, 
or read the xoul-searing books of 
Bile Wiesel, or read with horror 
such books as Arthur ‘Morse’s paln- 
stakingly documented “While Six 
Million Died," will find Kahane's 
emotional writhings puwthetle re- 
flections of true pain. 

it is, indeed, a pity that Rabhi 
Kahane drowns his message In hya- 
teria. Had he heen content to pro- 
duce a provocative pamphlet suc- 
elnctly outlining some of our past 
fallures, suggeating to hig readers 
a syllabus of Holocaust Mterature 
for study, and proposing what he 
calla his "Programme of Jewlsh Sur- 
vival," he might be considered to 
have performed a service.

He conalatent- 
ly uses the yardstick of the 1960s 
and 703 In passing judgment on 
American Jewlsh behaviour during 
an eariler, less complicated era, He 
paints a picture of Americun Jewry 
Playing in the surf of Miami 
Beach in 1939 while 930 of their 
fellow Jawa aboard the German 
ship a8. St. Louis were being 
turned away from the shores of 
nearby Havana and aithsequently 
from the shores of the U.S. a8 well. 
Tt is an ugly picture, but is it 
accurate? The U.S, had just come 
through ἃ paralysing economic de- 
presaion with millions of Americans 
out of work, many dependent upon 
welfare ond W.P.A. programmes 
to survive, Under such conditions it 
la very doubtful that many Jews 
were playing in the surf anywhere, 
except perhaps {f they could find 
the five cents for ecnrfare and go 
to Coney Island. 

This is the type of distortion 
that confounds us page after Page. 
Kahane's description of Jewish lite 
in Russia of the Czara is over- 
romanticized: one {s almost reudy 
to burn the banner of Revolution 
and return the "gentle" Romanoffs 
to power again.

Ism one percelves In him a sense 
of mission. He leaves his reader 
gasping white he plunges on In 
fury, striklog out at what he feels 
to be our abysmally poor under- 
standing of pre-1948 Israel and of 
the herojsm that went Into reator- 
Ing Jewish natlonal sovereignty in 
the Jewish homeland and rebullding 
a free and Independent Jewish na- 
tlon. But his short chapter on thls 
tople does not come near offering 
anything but ἃ superficial under- 
standing of that difficult period, 
The struggle of the Jews of Eretz 
Yisrael deserves better than this 
short cut to Jewish history. 

In the final chapter, Kehana re- 
fars to his book ag “outrageous.” 
Outrageous It la, indeel, but not 
In the way he means It. I find it 
outrageous in its bombast, In its 
pretentiousness, in its author's pos- 
turing, lack of humility ond 
judgment, in the way he plays with 
the historical record to sult his own 
demagogic purposes. 

Those who see In Kahane ἃ po- 
tential Moses leading the Jewa out 
of Russia, a latter-day Joshua de- 
livering Hebron and Shechem, a new 
Ezra and Nehemiah purifylng the 
Jewish people will find that this 
book helps to give them a more 
realistic picture of the author,

Robert Weltsch 


ROBERT WELTSCHE: An der Wende des modernen Judentuma 


(At the Crogsronds of Modern Judaism). Edited ἣν J.C.B. 
Moher. Tubingen, Paul Siebeck. 309 pp. 


τῆ neatly produced volume of 

Robert Weltsch's essays includes 
reflections of nearly slx decades. It ls 
a fitting 80th-birthday preaent from 
the Leo Boeck Institute to the rea- 
pected and stilt active community 
leader, publicist and journallat. But 
it is alsv a tribute to an outstanding 
teacher of German Jewry and its 
faithful interpreter, 

The articles and essays in the 
book are well-documented discus- 
vlons of Zloniat ideology, with spe- 
elal emphasla on the Intellectual 
achiavernenta of Jews, beth as indl- 
viduals and as ἃ collectivity. 
Weltach follows and scrutinizes their 
destinies from the front-line of 
World War I, throngh the Welmar 
Republic -— the zenith of German 
und Central Durepean Jewry — and 
the Nazi era, to our day. His stln- 
ulating evaluations are rich bio- 
graphical and historical source ma- 
terlal. 

Weltsch ia obviously ἃ turn-ot- 
the-century humanitarian secing in 
Zionism essentially a spiritual re- 
generative force. He has devoted 
much of hig fe to expounding, 
even preaching, the ideals of A.D, 
Gordon, Ahad Ha'am, Weizmann and 
Buber; the two articles presenting 
Buber's philosophy and his sadly 
unsuccessful politics are among the 
best in the book. 


Zionist tenets 


For adutt Zionlats of this genera- 
tion, Weltsch covers familiar ground, 
staunchly defending basic Zionist 
tenets and, in the words of A.D, 
Gordon, “safeguarding the pure 
idea of humanity from besmirching 
50 a8 to transmit it to a new 
world to come.” 

As o matter of fact, this volume 
posea a problem: ara young Yaracll 
or Diaspora Jews going to read and 
be edifled by this fine anthology on 
Zionism? This seems unlikely until 
Finglish and Hebrew translations he- 
come available, But even then one 
doubts how wide a_ readership 
Weltach will attain, This book will 
prohably appeal most to the Ger- 
man intelligentsia, in view of the 
considerable Impact of Buber's writ- 
ings there and the present-day In- 
terest in Judalam, All of Weltsch’s 
writinga are steeped in classical 
Germann culture. In a polemicat ex- 
change, for example, agsimnilationists 
celta Goetho, while Weltsch refers 
to ‘Schiller. All through the book 
there runa the thread of moderate 
spiritual natlonallam combined with 
ἃ universalistic vislon of the world. 

Ags Hadltor of the pre-World War IL 
“Juedische Rundschau" in Berlin, 
Weltach took hia strongest and most 
clearcut line. ‘He proudly faced the 
Nazi onslaught, leading the struggle 
against defeatism. One recalls his 
famous defiant article urging his 
fellow Jews “to wear the yellow 
badge proudly.” This attitude fortl. 
fied German Jewry under duress, con- 
tributing also to the twin process 
of renewed Jewish cducation and 
orderly immigration to Dretz Yisrael. 

Later Weltach was attracted to 
the Brit Shalom.and hud move- 
ments for Arab-Jewlsh reconctlla- 
tion Inspired and led by the late 
Dr. Judah Magnes, Professor Ernst 
Simon and other diatinguished olfm 
from Germany. Shortly after satate-

hood was attained, Weltsch became 
“Huaaretz" correspondent In London 
and from there covers the world 
fcene, generally hy means of trench- 
ant reviews of books on historical 
or contemporary mattera, 

Perhaps one of the most thought- 
Provoking exsayn deals with hig 
good friend Hans Koha, that brood: 
{ne expert on the Near East who 
chose to become un American pro- 
fessor of social and politleal sciences. 
Hans Kohn died last year, after 
Producing a sizeable bibliography, 
many of the items  texthooks, 
Weltsch's review of Kohn's career 
iy perhups too generoun or incom. 
plete, in the scnse that It lacks 
nh sufflelent explnnation of the lat- 
ter's conversion from Zionist leader 
to an outright antl-Zionlst. Weltsch 
Mentions one of the -nost Important 
projects In which Kohn was involved, 
“Encyclopaedia of Sacial Sclencca” 
I remember a learned article there 
on “Language,” In which Kohn de- 
Clares himself against what he calle 
the artificial, hecauge revived, lan- 
guages, and predict, their doom. 
Among the languages he thus con- 
demned were “Lithuanian and the 
Hebrew of the Zionists.” 

Almost all the articles in the book 
under review treat of major phen- 
omcna or events in contemprorary 
Jewish history. The first two parts 
deal with the Jewish problem and 
Jewish historical research ag geen 
from, or experienced In, Germany; 
the third part is of a general na- 
ture, Wnder the title ‘Jews and the 
Natlons." The last part is parti- 
eularly attractive: It ls devoted to 
prominent personalities, All of them 
are well portrayed, but the short 
articles on Professor 5. Hugo Berg- 
mann and the late Georg Landauer 
seem to be among the best in 8 
highly readable work.

Two months ago Ministry of 
Communications temporary 
employee Avraham Ofek 
climbed onto a scaffolding at 
Jerusalem’s main post office and 
addressed himself to the 27- 
metre-long blank wall behind 
the stamp counters. Today, 
Ofek, who represented Israel at 
the last Venice Biennale art 
show, is putting the finishing 
touches to a mural. 

The story began last year when 
Ofek approached the postal 
authorities, who responded 
enthusiastically to the idea of 
having a monumental work of 
art which would be seen by the 
complete cross-section of the 
populace which visits the post 
office. After six months of pre- 
paration, Ofek was ready. The 


post office took him on as a 
temporary employee with a 
monthly wage and he began 
work. 

The almost completed mural 
depicts the saga of man’s wan- 
derings; his arrival at the pro- 
mised land, and finally his set- 
tling and working the land. The 
city of Jerusalem occupies a 
central and dominant position 
in the work, its roofs and tow- 
ers stretching on to the ceiling. 
Ofek, 37, arrived in Israel at the 
age of 14 after spending his 
youth in Bourgas, Bulgaria. 
All his works deal with man 
and his relations to other men. 
A previous epic-scale mural at 
Kfar Uriah won widespread 
acclaim.

— provided it complies with gov- 
ernment standards.

Ostrich-like 


Tt seems to me αὶ little ostrich-like 
to discourage food colouring for 
Nome use when 80 very many of 
our commercial food producta are 
artificially coloured. One assumes 
that the housewife who usea food 
colouring will do so sparingly — 
to embellish an occasional cake ic- 
ing perhaps. Or it moy not really 
be Intended for consumption — such 
ag in the play-dough, or for dyeing 
Easter eggs as some Christian reai- 
dents wish to do. (I know of some- 
one who sent to Cyprus for food- 
dye, on the aasumption she could 

‘he proportions 
for play-dough, by the way, are 
three cups flour to one cup salt and 
one cup water, plus food colouring 
ΔΒ desired. 1 find a half-reclpe is 
adequate for home use. If kept in 
a covered dish in the refrigerator 
between uses, play-dough will keep 
for n couple of weeks at least. Fla- 
vouring extracts, fruit julces, cocoa, 
etc. can be used to colour real 
cakes, but for play-dough they 
fre too sticky. 

There 1s, of course, a school of 
consumer thought which opposes 
food ‘colouring in manufactured pro- 
aucts too. After I wrote about Osem's 
noodles, @ correspondent reacted by 
complaining that the cooking water 
turns ἐν "hoautiful yellow" after the 
noodles have ‘been cooked.
